Professor's Powerful Telescope 


Will Bring Mare Very Near Earth in 
1924 

Professor Todd, of Harvard Univer- 
sity, is expecting to examine Mars 
when it passes near the earth In 1924 
through the most wonderful telescope 
in the world, bringing the planet, as 
he says, “within two miles.”

field, many evidently preferred to believe press reports in paper: 
from far away districts—reports which in all probability Hatfield’s 
press agent was responsible for. 

Government statistics show that the rainfall which Hatfielc 
contracted to deliver in this district last year was no greater than 
‘the average natural rainfall in this same district for the past 
twenty-seven years, yet we readin some eastern and southern 
papers from time to time that Hatfield’s operations here were. a 
success, and that an effort is being made to engage him again this 
season, 

It is a great mistake for people who have been stung and foi 
papers in districts where their readers have been the victims, to al- 


courage it in other districts. When Hatfield first came here he 
said conditions were ideal for his operations. Whn he couldn't 
make it rain he blamed it on conditions. Ina word he was a failure 


PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION. 

If the last federal general election had been founght under the 
proportional representation system the result would have been 
slightly different throughout Canada and especially in Alberta. 

According to election figures the vote shows that looking at 
them from a P. R, point of view, both the Liberals and Progressives 
are slightly over represented and the Conservatives much under 
representd, 

If the vote in Alberta had been reckoned on the proportional 
representation basis this province would have elected seven Pro- 
gressives, three Conservatives and two Liberals. Similar results 
would have’happened in Manitoba andy Ontario. Throughout 
Canada the Conservatives polled considerably more votes than the 
Progressives, yet they have a much smaller representation in Par- 
liament. 

It was to obviate this state of affairs that the Progressives 
throughout the country advocated the adoption of the proportional 


representation system. There is little doubt that-now they are in|’ 


power in this province, steps will soon be taken to give this system: 
a trial. 

If it had been in force in the last Dominion election, Premiei 
King would not be experiencing such difficulty in getting togethe: 
a cabinet representative of the whole Dominion, and Mr, Stewart 
would not have to be combing the country in search of a seat, 


RAISING TREES ON THE PRAIRIE 

In advocating the planting of trees on prairie farms N. M. 
Ross, of the Dominion Forestry Station at Indian Head, says: ? 

Undoubtedly there are more difficulties met with in raising 
trees on the prairies than are to be found in the eastern provinces. 
In the first place the rainfall is very limited. Second, the trees 
have to withstand.a great deal of exposure to storms and extremes 
of temperature. Third, the prairie soil as we now find it, after 
years of exposure to the elements, isso compact and hard that it 
needs to be specially prepared before it is fit for tree growth. None 
of these conditions are however, of such anature as tomake the 
raising of trees an impossibility, but by following out certain meth- 
ods which are indicated by results already obtained, tree growing 
on the prairies can be made just as successful and, perhaps, even 
more certain than wheat raising. 


Sinee it has been discovered that the farmers of the west are 
losing thousands of dollars annually by paying freight on weed 
seeds and screenings to the head of the lakes, several suggestions 
for a remedy have been made. One is that all separators be equip- 
ped with grain recleaners. It is claimed that this would not re- 
\quire any extra help in ‘threshing and would mean that all screen- 
ings would be left on the farm where they could be used advantage- 
ously for feeding stock. It sounds reasonable.
